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BRITAIN AND EGYPT RUSH TROOPS TO SUEZ CANAL AREA 


u. N. Troops Mnasn to wimm 
Three Miles of Kumsong And 
Deny Use of Base to Enemy

U. S. 8th Army Headquarters, Korea, Oct. 17—Allied infantrymen 


drove to within rifle range of Kumsong on the central front today. 


Chinese defenders retreated slowly before the advancing U. S. 24th 


Division and the South Korean Sixth Division. 


The Allies gained 1.500 to 2,000 yards in the fifth day of their 


drive toward the Reds' central Korean bastion. 


The Reds were described "officially as "slowly withdrawing." 
Whether this was general along the entire 22-mile central sector 


remained to be seen. It was still possible tor the Reds to make a stand 
.south of Kumsong. 


Allied infantrymen trapped a pocket of Chinese on the highest 


peak guarding the southern approach to Kumsong. First estimates 
placed the number of trapped Reds at about 800. But a briefing of-

"We negotiate and negotiate and 


negotiate, never seeming to learn 
thatyou cannot profitably negoti- 
ate, with communists any more 
than you can with any other type 
of malefactor in civilized society. 


"The only persuasion that will 


move them is the resistance to 
their abusive pressure by adequ- 
ate counter-pressure."

THE TAX ON GAMBLING 


According to Charles Barrett, writing for James 


Marlow in his column "The World Today" the' na- 
ion's furtive numbers operators and betting book- 
makers are supposed to come out from cover in 
the next two weeks. 


They are supposed to walk into Internal Revenue 


Bureau offices across the country and say, in effect: 


Sure, Bud, I run an illegal gambling business. 


Here are all the addresses where I operate, and here 
are the names of all the people who work for me. 


Now if you will take my S50 and give me a fed- 


eral tax stamp for gambling, I'll go back and post 
Lt conspicuously in my joint so everybody can see 
it. 


You think somebody's dreaming? 
"No, those are the provisions of the new tax 


increase bill now in its final stages. It's expected 
to become law and the gambling tax will go into 
effect Nov. 1. 


The bill imposes a $50 occupational tax on all - 


those who make a business of receiving bets on sports 
Events or operating lotteries or numbers games. 


This provision calls for the gamblers TO register, 


fget a tax stamp and post it. 
t 
Further, each gambling operator is supposed to 


(report the amount of his monthly business and pay 
[a 10 per cent tax on all bets placed with him. Thus, 
fnext month, if a bookie takes in $10,000 in horse race 
[bets or a numbers writer sells $10,000 in numbers 
^tickets, each would owe the government 51,000. 
| But nobody is kidding anybody. The Internal 
t-Revenue Bureau, which will administer the wagering 
kax, isn't expecting to be rushed by gamblers divulg- 
ling all their secrets. 
! 
That brings up the main question—how to en- 


force a tax on operations that are illegal in every 
[state except Nevada.

The new tax doesn't apply to parimutuel betting 


;at race tracks, which is permitted by 18 states. 
^ 
Experts in the treasury department and Internal 


Revenue Bureau have been huddling over this prob- 
•lem for days. They say it has more potential head- 
'aches than any new tax provision in years; they 
don't particularly like the idea but congress insisted. 
They are not ready to announce major decisions but 
here is their general policy: 


Regulations will be issued shortly calling on all 


;those covered by the law to register and get their 
^tax stamps. Forms will be issued for providing the 
[government all the information it wants and for tun- 


• ing in the monthly tax payments.

Congress Has Given Truman 
Pert of Everything He Asked 


BY PETER EDSON

WfASHINGTON— (NBA)—When the record of the 82nd Congress 
" is completed it will show that President Truman was given 
something on most of his major requests. 


In a session notable principally for the bad relations between the 


White House and Congress, the President was given all he asked for 
on practically no measure. If half a loaf is better than none, then the 
President must be satisfied with what he was able to salvage. 


The really remarkable thing about this first session of the 82nd 


Congress was the way in which the loose coalition of southern Demo 
crats and northern Republicans was able to impose its will on the 
Chief Executive. 


Military measures fared better than the non-military requests by 


the President. Money to run the American arms program was ap- 
propriated almost to the full extent requested. In some cases Con- 
gress even raised the ante. 


UMT—universal military training—was finally approved, but with 


a delayed effective date. The draft law was extended. GX benefits 
were extended to apply to Korea vets. 


Bequests for tax increases and the President's budget were cut 


somewhat—the former more than the latter. The tax bill now looks 
like roughly a one-third reduction. 
SUPPLEMENTAL, appropriation requests in the first half of calendar 
** 1952 might even .send the budget for this fiscal year over the Presi- 
dent's original $71.5* billion. 


Among other Presidential requests on which Congress has com- 


pleted action, increasing of Export-Import Bank lending authority and 
waiver of the import tax on copper are about the only measures that 
went through clean. 


Famine relief for India, requested as a grant, was changed by Con- 


gress into a loan. Cordell Hull's reciprocal Trade Agreements act 
was extended for two years more, but Congress tacked on a "peril 
point" amendment which the President didn't like a bit. Export con- 
trols were' renewed, but with, Missouri Senator Kern's curbs on trade 
with Communist countries which the administration objected to as 
unworkable. 


The Defense Production act of 1950 was extended, but for a shorter 


period of time than the President recommended. 
Then Congress 


tacked on the so-called Capehart and Herlong amendments which the 
administration has tried hard to modify. 
rFKE President's foreign military assistance and economic aid pro- 
•*• gram is finally going through. But it is not in the form which 
the administration asked for, and it is for a considerably reduced sum. 


Looking over the list of unfinished business which Congress will 
still face on reconvening next January, it is shown to be not too 
formidable. This is not because Congress has cleaned the slate. Up 
to Oct. 1, only 151 public laws had been passed this session. 


The principal reason Congress hasn't passed many laws this session 


is thajt there haven't been so many requests from the executive de- 
partments. In early 1950, the President had over 150 special requests 
before Congress. This year he has had only about 50. The reduction 
was caused largely by deferment of non-defense programs. 


What remain as unfinished business are largely the "fair deal" 


reform measures with which this Congress refused to have any truck. 
Revision of the Taft-Hartley law, the Brannan plan, health, insurance, 
Oscar Ewing's new disability insurance plan, aid to the states for 
education, increased social security, the Truman civil-rights program 
including FEPC, anti-poll tax and anti-lynch laws. 


Also apparently destined to hang over are admission of Hawaii and 


Alaska to statehood, St. Lawrence seaway. Hell's Canyon dam and a 
whole raft of deferrable public works. They're hardy perennials, so 
the President shouldn't be too dissatisfied with what he got

for farmers during the next two 
years.

Whenever they get queries from ; 


fanners about the outlook regard- 
ing farm machinery or fertilizer.; 
the officials assume a liang-dos 
expression and reply "it's going to 
he rough ivith plenty of grubbing 
.o meet the basic requirements." 


The labor and materials .situa- 


tion is just starting, according to 
their calculations. The speeded up' 
pace 
of 
defense 
production 
is 


draining the vital labor and ma- 
terials from farms and farm ma- 
chinery. 


As an example, the federal per- 


sonnel expects an increase of ID 
per cent in the demand for new 
farm machinery next year. 
Yes,. 


the 
production 
of 
machinery 


which was just below the demand ! 
this year is scheduled to drop 20 j 


per cent the last three months of 
this year. 


In the fertilizer field, there is 


scheduled a 15 per ccnX boost in 
the demand for fertilizer. 
But 


there will be only five per cent 
more potash and the 'supcrpho.s- 
pate supplies will actually 
fall 


lower. 


There arc plenty of these pro- 


ducts available but they are also 
needed for defense production and 
weapons of .war. 
Thus they arc- 


diverted 
from 
the 
agricultural 


fleld. 


About the only concrete sugges- 


tion brought forth to solve the 
situation is that of a chemical 
company executive who asked the 
•senate asririillure rommittec re- 
cently to boost the price of sul- 
phur. 


This is needed to make sulphuric- 


acid, which in turn is used to 
make the superphosphate fertil- 
izers. 


Steel, which is the limiting fac- 


' tor in the production of tractors, 
is also retarding the production of 
some types oi fertilizer machin- 
ery. 


While all these expected short- 


ages -a1'6 being: pondered, federal 
officials say they are being del- 
uged with requests from farmers' 
representatives on obtaining- some 
of the scare materials. 


For instance: 
Farm bloc legislators are' de- 


manding extra steel for freight 
cars to relieve harvest-time trans- 
portation shortages such as the 
one which developed in Pennsyl- 
vania earlier this year. 


Others want steel allocated for 


road building and road improve- 
ment in the rural areas, both for- 
defense truck transportation and 
farm-to-market transportation.
